An old business 
transaction, about which they hud dis- 
agreed for notne time, uutno up In the 
course of tha cuuvermillon, and some 
warm words were used. In tho course of 
tho conversation. Mr. J. W. Ham, the 
book keeper, came iu and soon alter he 
entered tho office Mr. William Sawyer 
stepped to tho desk, as ho said, to get a 
bnnlc book or papers for the purpose

Doth gentlemen saw nt onco that William 
was aiming his shots ut Benjamin, and 
two more shots followed In quick succes- 
sion, tho lust one taking effect la the head 
of tho last named. He at once sUrtod to 
leave, tho office to escape further shots, 
aud as ho stopped out Into tho large room 
of the mill he foil, with his head bleeding 
profusely. Mr, William Sawyer nt once 
loft the office, and passed down nn Inside 
stairway to tho basement of the building, 
and then wont out at a west door. 


Mr. Ham as quickly as possible station- 


ed tho employ 3s around the mill, so that 
they could sco which way William went 
If he left the promises. 
VVhilo doing this 


a pistol shot was heard on the west side 
of tho mill, .mil upon going there Mr, 
William Sawyer was seen lying near the 
dour liy vthluli he hiul left the mill, 
with him d <>o'.lni{ from one temple and 
nUo lion Ing frmn Ins iwtv aud mouth, 
while he was apparently lu a dying con- 
dition 
It ut once became rvldcul llitil 


on stepping from ilic tiuikllti^ .Mi. bun1- 
yer hull planed thu bnrii'l uf hit pistol 
iigalnst his right temple nnd discharged 
it, the ball panning eiitnely through Ibo 
head, being vUllilc under the skin on 
the opposite sltlo from while It i-nleieil. 
Ho wus still brtathlntt, but It was evident 
that ho Oiiiild live luit a short time. 


In the meantime Hcn.jauiiu, in the room

i-onnclous aud was soon taken to his 
l'.(into;on East Wood street, where a more 
thorough examination disriosed 11 frac- 
tured skull, rendering titpimniug neces- 
sary, which operation was performed by 
l)r». I. N. Humes and H. L. Walston. The 
condition of the wounded man Is consid- 
ered quite critical, thougli It Is hoped that 
rareful nursing will bring him through. 


William, who was iu a dying state, was 


taken to his home In opera block, where 
the news of tho terrible tragedy was bro- 
ken to his wife. Soon after being taken 
to his home he breathed his last, ut about 
eleven o'clock. 


Both genllemen have been prominent 


In the business circle* of the city for 
many years, nnd Ihv sad tragedy has cast 
a gloom over the cummuiiity. Benjamin 
U past 00, and bis brother wa* past 98 
yeursof age.

Sawyer at the office 
sometime before the shooting occurred, 
and ul*o Benjamin-, witness c&meinto the 
office n few minutes before thu shooting. 
Ho was standing by the desk when deceas- 
ed asked him to let htm come there, as he 
wanted lo got some papers from n drawer. 
Witness stepped to ouo side. Deceased 
tried two bunches of keys be tore hn found 
llic key that unlocks the drawer, heard 
tho drawer unlocked; in a moment heard 
a pistol shot, and then two or three In 
quick succession. Mr. B. Sawyer was sit- 
ting in a chair. 8»w him get up and jro 
out nt the office, falling as he passed 
through the door, lie then stepped out- 
side the building, and toon heard another 
shot on the north tide of the mill. Went 
there and taw the body of deceased lying 
with hit head to the north, and k pistol 
near him. Wont back Into the mill and 
ttvr Mr. B. Sawyer sitting la a ohalr with 
persons arouad him nuking a wound on 
hishead. Had seen pistol lying tear deotas- 
ed several times before. It bed tome time* 
been kept In the uf«. It to t, large n*ty 
tlx shooter; did not exaotUe to tee how 
nuay barrels were empty. Hid several 
time* noticed of late that the ooadMt of 


deceased wat somewhat peculiar: had 
several times heard him talking to him- 
self. 


John Penuc tosllHed: Work at the oil 


mill. Was going to east reom to get a 
drink of water, when I heard pistol go off; 
two men ran pad me, who said that 
William Sawyer had shot hi* brother; I 
then ran back to the engine room, when I 
heard pistol go off again. I then beard 
Mr. Hani eiolalm that William had shot 
himself. Went out and around the build- 
ing and taw tho deceased lying on the 
ground bleeding from a wound in his 
head, with pistol nt his feet. Had noticed 
for two months past lhat deceased had 
acted strangely, so much so that It had 
been a matter of talk among the men. 


Wm. Newton testified that he worked 


In the miU. -Wat In the cellar when he 
heard three pistol shots; went up tbo 
stairway, and saw Bon. Sawyer lying on 
floor and William Sawyer coming out of 
office toward him, cocttlng pistol as he 
came. 
Witness turned 
around, went 


down cellar, out at cast door uud around 
to engine, when ho heard pistol go olf 
again. In company with others went 
back and saw deceased lying on ground, 
with hole In head, and 25 or 30 men around 
him. Hud seen deceased act strangely, 
and had heard tho workmen tulk regard- 
ing his lunacy. 


Mr. Goodman work* at tho mill and 


corroborated preceding testimony as to 
hearing pistol shots. 
Ho thought he 


hcaid 4 In tho office besides the ono which 
resulted In death of Wm. Sawyer. 


H. Smock works at the mill, but was up 


town at tho tline of tho shooting. Got to 
the scene In time to help IJlalr lift de- 
ceased to a sitting position. Saw the 
wound and asked Blair what did It, when 
Blulr pointed to the pistol lying u few feet 
away. 
Deceased wot unconscious and 


breathed hard; had

150 years ago on a very larige scale, am 
settled the queition tor all time. Law 
was sincerly in earneit; moreover, he 
was a practical business man of area 
ability, as well as • doctrinaire. Abou 
1700, he published an able treatise, the 
subject or wtioh was the very same a 
that of our corroupondent—to show tba 
all property ought to be used as the 
basil of currency to the great advan 
tage of the public. To prepare the wa; 
for this, be argued that silver and gol 
were very fluctuating in value, and tba 
the edict of the state were better cal 
culated to give stability to money than 
the amount of labor put into the mater 
ial of which money u made. In this 
oracular nonsense lurked his ruin. Hi 
urged Parliament to relieve the prc 
vailing distress by issuing paper notes 
and lending them, taking land for 
security. Thousands listened to his 
specious eloquence, but finding too 
small a field at home he went to France 
France at last responded to him from 
the depth ot her poverty. She ac- 
cepted his doctrine, that there was no 
standard of prices or of money and thai 
credit was everything. Ho organised 
"Tho 
Company of the Indies," based 


upon the scheme of colonizing tho East 
and West Indies and North America, 
and issuing "money" on expected pro 
flti. The nation became his patron— 
rather he became the patron or tho na- 
tion, controlling its finances and sub- 
sidizing its King. The capital stock 
was increased to 640,000 shares of 1100 
each and agreed to lend tho King $300, 
000,000.

"good times" set in. "Prosperity" was 
universal. 
Everybody wan getting rich. 


Land trebled in price. Workman were 
all employed. Wages wore high. Great 
was the rejoicing. Law was considered 
the savior of France. He was made the 
Comptroller General and was virtually 
liotator of tho realm.

A WASHINGTON dispatch states that 


luring tho past month, while tho public 
lebt hag been reduced over $3,000,000, 
ho coin bo-lauoe in tho United States 
Treasury has fallen off about $7,000,- 
)00. This diminution is caused by the 
regulation of Secretary Sherman in- 
structing Assistant Treasurers to ro- 
leom called bonds at any time they 
were presented. This order was in- 
ended, as will be remembered, to 
iteady tho gold market, and un-lor it 
ibout $17,000,000 in 6-per cent, bonds 
were redeemed in gold, which Vould 
otherwise have been redeemed in Nov- 
ember, December and January. Thus 
he coin balance is only temporarily re- 
luced, and the demands upon it for the 
next three or four months will be less 
ban they otherwise would have been. 
This transaction was mernly paying the 
lebts of the Government before they 
were due. 


During the month the Government's 


eoeipts for customs-duties were about 
$11,000,000, which is a fulling off of 
11,600,000 from the receipts of Sep- 
tember, which also had something to do 
rith the decrease of coin. The receipt* 
ram internal revenue for October were 
110,039,000, an increase of more than 
11,000,000 over those of September, 
and an increase of $66,000 over the re- 
ceipts in October, 1877. The reoeipU 
rom internal revenue for the four 
month* of the current flseal year, July,. 
August, September and October, an 
nearly $700,000 in excess of what they 
were daring the corresponding month* 
of last year. 


The balance of trade still continues 


to be largely m favor of the United 
States. The returns for September 
ihow that the excess of exports over 
mports during that month was more 
than $20,500,000, an increase of over 
»,000,000 above the excess for Sep- 
tember, 1877. The same returns show 
hat the imports of coin to this country 
during September were nearly $1,000,- 
000 more than the coin export*, ihow- 
ng an increase of nearly 30 per cent 
over tie same balance last year.

TEN AST. 


A decision haa just been rendered in 


the United States District Court, at 
Chicago, by Judge Blodgctt, upon 
question of great importance and inter- 
est to landlords and tenants. The case 
before the court was an application for 
an order giving plaintiff possession of a 
house occupied by defendant under a 
lease, one of the clauses of which gave 
tha owner of tho premises power of at- 
torney to confess judgment in a suit ol 
this kind whenever tho lessee failed to 
fulfill his part of tho contract. 
Tho 


defendant had failed to pay the rent. 
Ami judgment WAS asked by tho owner 
under this clauso of tho louse. No casa 
of tho kind had been presented hitherto. 
Judge Blodgutt held that the power ot 
attorney convoyed in tho lease was HH 
good UH any other power of attorney to 
confess judgment, and the relief prayed 
far must bo granted. 
Tho defendant 


gtivo notice that he would carry the 
matter to tho Supreme Court, it tho 
decision of Judge Blodgutt is sustain 
cd, aH it probably will be, landlords will 
not bo slow to avail themselves of tho 
mcaim thus afforded far speedily gulling 
rid of non-paying tenants.

\ WASHINGTON dispatch states that 


during the past month, while the public 
debt has been reduced over $3,000,000, 
the coin balance in tho United States 
Treasury has fallen off about $7,000,000, 
This diminution is cnusod by the regula- 
tion of Secretary Sherman instructing 
Assistant Treasurers to redeem called 
bonds at any time they were presented. 
This ordor was intended, as will be re- 
membered, to steady tho gold market, 
and under it about #17,000,000 in 6 
par cent, bonds wore redeemed in gold, 
which would otherwise have been re- 
deemed in November, December and 
January. Thus the coin balance is only 
temporarily reduced, and tho demands 
upon it for the next three or four 
months will be less than they otherwise 
would have been. This transaction was 
merely paying the debts of the Govern- 
ment before they were due. 


During the month the Government's 


receipts for customs duties were about 
111,000,000, which is a falling off of 
$1,900,000 from the receipts of Sep- 
tember, which also had something to co 
with the decrease of coin. The receipts 
from internal revenue for October were 
110,039,000, an increase of more than 
$1,000,000, over those September, and 
an increase of $66,000 over the receipts 
in October, 1877. 
The recciots from 


internal revenue for the four months of 
the current fiscal year, July, August, 
September and October, are nearly 
*700,000 in excess of what they were 
during the corresponding months of last 
year. 


Tho balance of trade still continues 


to bo largely in favor of the United 
States. The returns for September 
show that tho excess of reports over 
imports during that month was more 
than $20,000,000, an increase of over 
$5,000,000 above the excess for Sep- 
tember, 1877. 
The same returns show 


that tho imports of coin to this country 
during Soptembcrwere nearly $1,000,000 
more than tho coin exports, showing an 
increase of nearly 30 per cent, over the 
same balance last year.
